In 
the early days many manufac- 
turers failed to obtain satisfac- 
tory results. The engineers were 
called in for answers. Conse- 
quently engineering was the first 
great phase.

models. 

The safety measures will save 
a lot of lives. 

But the industry knows they 
are not the final, or complete 
answer. The driver remains the 
decisive factor. If the fools 
killed off only idiots it would 
not, perhaps, be too greatly 
mourned But the fools and 
idiots behind wheels kill off. in- 
nocent, worthwhile people.

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Bonn’s Adenauer 
Accepts No ‘Deals 


West German Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer has met the challenge of his 
Kremlin hosts and if there is any victory 
it belongs to him. Certainly he can be 
credited with bringing a little realism 
into the “spirit of Geneva” sunshine that 


seems to have afflicted far too many im- 
portant people in the Western world. 

There have been few smiles between 
Adenauer and his Kremlin There 
have been no dramatic deals such as the 
Kremlin pulled off with Austria. The 
effort to chip away the ailiance 
of West Gemany with the Atlantic powers 
and the United States has failed. 

Kremlin leaders appear to be caught 
off-guard by the unflinching stand of the 
German leader. His confidence has even 
amazed the most skeptical of Western 
statesmen. His goals appear to be long- 
range—establishments of contacts between 
the two governments, immediate German- 
Soviet working commissions on unity, 
prisoners of war and cultural and trade 
relations. 

The problem of reunification of East 
and West Germany can wait, reasons Ade- 
nauer, in view of the fact that the West 
German population is more interested in 
maintaining military and economic s&e- 
curity. They want reunification but not at 
the expense of the security they have won 
through 10 years of painful effort. 

Adenauer’s belief, shared in part by 
the U.S. State Department, is that the 
Communist bloc is on the defensive and 
that the Kremlin realizes its effort to grab 
all of Germany has failed. If the Commu- 
nists are sincere in wanting to “normal- 
ize’ relations, negotiations to reunify the 
country will be successful in time. Mean- 
while, go slow. 

At any rate, the elderly German states- 
man has held his own as the champion and 
spokesman of the Western coalition. 

He has gained great respect for the 
new Germany in the eyes of all Western 
nations while giving up nothing to the 
Russians. He has pinpointed, too, the dif- 
ficulties that will be facing the Big Four 
foreign ministers when they hold their 
post-Geneva meeting in October.

Most important, as far as many states 
are concerned, they relieve the pressure 
on senior colleges and universities by de- 
creasing the size of the classes of the 
first two years. This gives the universities 
an opporttnity to concentrate on senior 
and post-graduate instruction and re- 
search, fields where they are perhaps 
weakest. ‘ 

Community junior colleges have an- 
other advantage. They deal in day scholars 
only and can keep their overhead to a 
minimum. 

The trend today is toward more junior 
colleges. A university system, such as the 
overcrowded, understaffed and _ poorly 
supported one of the State of Georgia, 
may find that its ultimate salvation lies 
in more junior colleges and fewer and 
stronger senior and graduate units.

Fall in Georgia usually is dry. This is 
fine for cotton picking and curing hay. 
But it is bad on the state’s valuable 
forests. 

Gov. Marvin Griffin has called a for- 
est fire prevention conference in Atlanta 
in October, right at the height of the forest 
fire season. Approximately 1,500 pergons 
from all over the state are expected to at- 
tend. 

The damage that blazing woodlands 
Can cause is dramatically illustrated by 
the forest fires now raging in California 
Lives and homes have been-lost-as-blazes 
race through the tinder dry brush .and 
trees of that state.

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Parole Board Moves 
To Slow Murder Rate 


The Georgia Pardon and Parole Board 
has extended the minimum time convicted 
murderers must serve in prison before be- 
ing eligible for parole consideration from 
seven to 15 years. The experiment is cer- 
tainly worth trying and the results care- 
fully weighed, 

Georgia has one of the highest homi- 
cide rates in the nation. Under the old 
rules a person convicted of murder and 
given a life sentence was eligible for 
parole after serving seven years of-his 
sentence. The board thinks this may have 
a bearing on the high rate of murders and 
that upping the the minimum time to be 
served will serve as a deterrent. 

In some cases, persons found guilty of 
murder have served lesser sentences than 
those convicted of robbery. On the other 
hand, released murderers have excellent 
parole records. 

An intelligent parole system must také 
into account the type of offense commit- 
ted and the possibility of rehabilitation. 
Murder, of course, is the No, 4 offense 
against society and should be treated as 
such 

The major objective of stiffening the 
penalty for murder is to cut down on the. 
number of offenses. The board's reason- 
ing Is sound and the experiment is worth 
tRe try.

U.S. Judicial Bedrock Laid 
By Chief Justice Marshall

WASHINGTON—A few days apart, President Eisenhower has pro- 
claimed Constitution Week—for Sept. 17 to 23—and helped to celebrate 


the 200th anniversary of the birth 


Justice of our Supreme Court. 

There is a strong inseparability 
here, for of all the justices 
‘throughout the years it was Mar- 
shall who saw in the new and un- 
tried Constitution the vehicle of a 
nation’s greatness and who went 
to work to bulwark and adorn it 
with great and effective judicial 
concepts. As our present Chief 
Justice Warren has said: 

“Stone by stone, he built the 
foundation of our constitutional 
structure and he constructed it 
sufficiently strong to support ev- 
erything we have since built upon 
2." 

The Supreme Court bench stands 
forth today illustrious, under an 
able, midroad chief justice. The 
cgurtpacking episode is long past. 
Debunking historians have | laid 
bare some sorry past decades 
when this tribunal, composed 
mostly of railroad and corporation 
lawyers, was hardly the protector 
of the little man’s pocketbook or 
his civil liberties. But now, with 
the desegregation decision on the 
books and with more unity and 
less bickering audible from the ju- 
dicial chambers, the court is en- 
joying high prestige and national 
confidence. . 

It was hardly thus when John 
Marshall Was appointed chief jus- 
tice by President Adams in 1801. 
Then it was an_ inexperienced 
court of six men. 

The fledgling nation was-torn be- 
tween two vigorous political be- 
liefs: That of the Federalists 
(George Washington, John Adams. 
Alexander Hamilton) who wanted 
a strong central government and 
represented stability, business and 
the propertied class. And that of 
the Republicans (Thomas Jeffer- 
son, James Madison, Andrew 
Jackson) who wanted a_ limited 


- federal regime and favored states’

rights, the popular will and the 
rank and file. It was a time of 
unjelled opinions, untried institu- 
tions and a federation so newly 
welded together. 

Debunkers have argued that he- 
cause John Marshall was of the 
propertied class, his every decision 
was motivated by a desire to pro- 
tect property mghts, no matter 
how ill-gotten. But Marshall had 
a vision of his country which tran- 
scended the rights of ‘‘the rich, 
the wise and the well-born’’ and 
his own distrust of popular democ- 
racy. 

Quietly, as chief justice, with 
shrewdness and disarming but un- 
essential concessions to his oppo- 
nents, Marshall gradually built up 
the basic strengths of the Consti- 
tution and the c&urt. He was a 
rugged and unkempt figure as he 
walked the muddy streets of Wash- 
ington. But his strong jaw and 
powerful direct eyes announced 
the force of his personality. Pro- 
foundly persuasive, friendly and 
approachable, he coyvinced and 
won over even the new associate 
justices that his anti-Federalist en- 
emies, Presidents Jefferson and 
Jackson, appointed to the court in 
the hope of outnumbering him. 

Through the great decisions of 
Marbury V. Madison, McCulloch 
V. Marvland, Gibbons V. Ogden 
and the Dartmouth Cdllege case, 
he laid the judicial bedrock on 
which a powerful nation could 
stand: The right and duty of the 
Supreme Court to expound fhe 
Constitution; the power of that 
court to declare unconstitutional a 
federal law or a state statute; the 
supremacy of the national, govern- 
ment over the states in areas 


where uniform action was essen-. 


tial; the sanctity of charters and 
contracts,

The Eisenhower administration 
is determined to balance the bud- 
get before the 1956 presidential 
campaign gets underway. 

In order to balance the budget 
there will have to be another ap 
preciable cut in defense spending— 
perhaps as much as $1,000,000,000. 


The pressure to balance the bud- 
get decisively, with a kitty big 
enough to justify a pre-election tax 
cut, is bound to mount over the 
coming months, 


This pressure to balanee the 
budget at all costs will come from 
two sources: (1) those within the 
administration who put budget- 
balancing ahead of all other things, 
and (2) Republican congressmen 
who believe that tax reduction is 
essential to the election of a Re- 
publican Congress next fall. 


It is unrealistic to think that on 
the eve of the election politics can 
be kept out of this debate. These 
factors will need to be borne in 
mind: 

1. The Republicans are going to 
balance the budget within the next 
nine months if they have to dig 
up the turf and sell the grass frgm 
the White House lawn. 

2. If defense spending is reduced

in January. In considering it, as in considering other issues, members 
have their eyes cocked on next year’s November election and so do 
party leaders, including high administration officials. 


It was one of the latter, in fact, 
who opened up the question this 
far in advance of the next session, 
the man responsible for adminis- 
tration financial policy.

Co-ops Hit 
By Branch 


JACKSON HOLE, Wyo., Sept. 
12 @—A new “‘privileged class in 
America,” said a power company 
spokesrnan today, is made up of 
20 per cent of the population— 
customers of subsidized power 
agencies such as electric co-ops. 

The spokesman was Harllee 
Branch of Atlanta, president of 
the Edison Electric Institute and 
of Georgia Power Co. 

In an address before the Rocky 


Mountain Electrical League, he 
declared: 
‘“‘The members of this privi- 


leged group do not have to pay 
in their electric bills their fair 
share of the heavy costs of the 
federal government because they 
are served electricity by agencies 
exempt from federal taxation.” 

Branch said an average of 23 
cents out of every dollar the tax- 
paying power companies collect 
from their customers to go 
for federal, state and local taxes 

The federal government's share, 
he said, is 18 cents. 

The power company spokes- 
man called for three steps to 
“restore fair play among all our 
citizens: (1) Government and 
subsidized power groups should 
be required to pay full taxes or 
tax equivalents; (2) They should 
be required to charge rates ade- 
quate to cover the true cost of 
power, and (3) Allotments should 
be made to applicants in propor- 
tion to the number of rural, resi- 
dential and commercial customers 
to be served.

These are the candidates for heroism on the field. Vaught, for- 
merly against his will, now. grudgingly refers to them as pos- 
sible stars. He is still, however, dead set against publicly pre- 


ferring one of his men to another in public. In the cases of Kinard 
and Alliston, though, there is no other choice. They're the stars. 
He is surprisingly loose-tongued about a sophomore tackle 
named Gene Hickerson, out of Memphis. Tackles are in demand 
over here, since Rex Boggan is gone. Boggan, though, will hardly 
be missed like a right arm, for he was never the all-American 
performer that his clippings show. 
*‘Hickerson,”” Vaught said, “is the finest-looking physical 
specimen I've seen in a long time. He's six-two, weighs 228 


pounds and he can move.’ Here came the coat of caution, 
though. “Of course, béing a physical specimen and a 
football player are two different things. We'll see.’’ 


Hickerson is the other sophomore with the glory rating. A big 
end named Don Williams is only a shade behind him and Brown. 
Williams has the frame, the promise and the speed to become 
one of the finest ends this campus ever had. 


The ends are good for a passing game, and Ole Miss does 
throw the ball more than the average split-T team. Vaught’s men 
led the conference in passing yardage last season and ran fourth 
in the nation with a 155-yard average. Bobby Fisher and Bob 
Drewry, both handsomely constructed along the customary Rebel 
lines, are rugged targets who can catch and run. Then there are 
those halfbacks, Kinard, Crawford and Blair. There’s so much 
speed around that nobody's safe on the same field with these pic- 
ture athletes. 


“We just need experience,”’ Vaught said, ‘‘winning expert- 
ence. I can’t say that Georgia offers us much along that line. 
Victory could develop this into a pretty good ball club. Ten 
victories would make it a damn good clubi’’ 


If the coaches could play, Ole Miss would be a cinch for the 
title. There isn’t a finer-looking group of horses in the league 
than Vaught, Kinard, the Pooles, Junie Hovious and the rest, .all 
old pros but the head man. This, though, isn’t a squad that's 
going to need a lot of outside help, assuming that one guard gap 
is plugged up. Dick Weiss, Dick Goehe and Billy Yelverton all 
have fought the wars at tackle. There just doesn’t seem to be 
much of anything that can deter this crew, except the kind of letup 
that caused that scar tissue on the conscience.

In Training of Deaf 
William J. McClure, about 35, 
is the capable superintendent of 
the Tennessee School for the 
Deaf. 

“Dr. Crane, I wish you could 
come out to our school and talk 
to our students,’’ he said when 
I was in Knoxville on my last 
lecture tour, 

‘‘We have boys and girls from 
first grade through high school, 
and encounter many of the cur- 
rent problems of teen-agers. 
“For example, some of our 
high school boys want to quit 
school and get jobs because they 
can make pretty good money 
nowadays. 

*‘So we wish you could stress 
the value of their staying in 
school till they received their 
diplomas.”’ 


SIGN LANGUAGE 


For five years I worked with 
the deaf under auspices of the 
National Research Council and 
the Carnegie Institution of Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

And for three of those years 
I was stationed in Washington 
where I spent most of my time 
at Gallaudet College for the deaf, 
the only such institution in the 
world. 

So I gladly accepted Supt. Mc- 
Clure’s gracious invitation. As I 
mounted the platform to face the 
450 deaf students, plus the facut 
ty, he stood a few feet on my 
right in order to interpret. 

For I do not know enough of 
the sign language to speak there- 
in. I simply gave my typical ad- 
dress for high schoolers, and he 
kept just a sentence behind my 
spoken words, for in the sign 
language you ean convey ideas 
at normal speaking rate. 


STAFF WOULD LAUGH 


When I would tell a joke, may- 
be 25 people would laugh, for 
they were the teachers and oth- 
er members of the staff who 
could hear. 

In about 10 seconds, for Supt. 
McClure lagged a sentence be- 
hind me, the 450 deaf students 
would laugh. 

Since I had experienced this 
situation many times at Gal- 
laudet College, it did not dis- 
turb me, but many new speak- 
ers before the deaf get a sur- 
prise if they tell a joke and only 
a dozen people laugh. 

“That joke didn’t go across 
very well,’ they may think to 
themselves. But about 10 sec- 
onds later, the whole audience 
may break out in laughter. - 


VOCATIONAL GUIDANCE 

Great strides have been made 
in the training of the deaf. While 
sign language is used in ordinary 
conversation, because it is s0 
fast, the manual alphabet, 
spelled a one hand, is the more 
precise method in science 
classes, 

Lip-reading is likewise em- 
ployed as a great aid, and sound 
amplification is often used to 
add a third dimension to lip- 
reading and also benefit those 
who have even a small percent- 
age of residual hearing intact.

SHOW TO KEEP WELL

To Prevent Mishaps 


In eating, most of us have 
had the experience of a piece 
of food going down ‘‘the wrong 
way.’’ These particles usually 
are coughed up but occasional- 
ly the accident is more serious 
and now and then results in 
sudden death through asphyxia- 
tion. 

Such mishaps occur in var- 
ious ways. The adult who eats 
too fast and bolts his food is 
more likely to get into trouble 
than one who takes his time 
and chews each morsel well. 
Asa rule, the individual with a 
mouthful of food is distracted 
and oops, it goes down the Sun- 
day throat. 

Persons with dentures often 
are troubled along this line as 
the store teeth have no feel- 
ings and cannot warn the wear- 
er that food is not mastiecated 
adequately. But children consti- 
tute the greatest number of vic- 
tims of choking accidents, They 
rarely concentrate on the busi- 
ness of eating and are distract- 
ed easily by trivial events. 

Many tots pack as much food 
into the mouth as it will hold 
before tthe chewing and swal- 
lowing. It is at this time that 
a piece of potato, bread, or

Schools for Susie Decided the Swerdloffs on Coming to Atlanta 


S pecial Schools Draw 
Families to Atlanta . 


By MARY DENMARK 


*“‘My dear Mrs. Eisenhower.” 


That was the beginning of a hurriedly written, spur-of-the - 
moment letter—a letter that eventually brought Mr. and Mrs, 
Joseph J. Howard and their three children to Atlanta. 


Another letter probably began 
“Dear Miss Jarrell.’’ And it 
was the reply to that letter 
caused Maj. and Mrs. George 
Swerdioff and their family to 
make their home in the city. 


SAME PURPOSE 


Both families are here for 
the same purpose—to secure 
proper training and schooling 
for their children, children who 
are retarded by accident of 
birth or disease. 


And because of outstanding 
public and private facilities for 
the help of retarded children 
both families have found what 
they were looking for. 

The Howards came to Atlanta 
nearly a year ago, and their 
move from Massachusetts was 
a direct result of the letter 
written to the First Lady. 

“Mr. Howard was due for a 
business transfer to Atlanta,’’ 
Mrs. Howard explained, ‘‘but 
we couldn't decide whether or 
not to come here because we 
didn’t know what schools would 
be available for Diana.’”’ 

Eight-year-old Diana, Mrs. 
Howard said, was stricken with 
encephalitis at the age of 14 
months. The speech, rather 
than the motor areas of the 
brain were affected. 

Although she had ability and 
eagerness to learn, Diana 
couldn't compete with ‘‘nor- 
mal’’ children in public school. 
Therefore, special schooling 
was necessary. 

DESPERATE 

“T was racking- my brain trv- 
ing to decide what to do,"’ Mrs. 
Howard continued. ‘‘Finally, in 
desperation I sat down and 
wrote to Mrs. Eisenhower—lI 
talked to her as I would have 
talked to any other woman. 

‘‘My letter was referred from 
the White House to the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 


Welfare. From the bureau I 
learned about the _ excellent 
schools in Atlanta. That de- 
cided us.” 


Diana, an active and affec- 
tionate little girl, was enrolled 
at Fairhaven School last year 
where ‘‘she made wonderful 
progress.” Fairhaven is sup- 
ported by the Georgia Associa- 
tion for the Help of Retarded 
Children. 

This year, she’s attending 
special publie sehool classes at 
Avondale Elementary School. 

“The future for Diana is 
bright,’’ Mrs. Howard § said. 
“She might reach any level, 


but only time and education 
will tell what she can do, 

‘‘She’s not so much on play, 
but she loves to cook and work 
in the house. And she takes 
good care of the other children 
Mary, 4 and John, 2.” 

Maj. and Mrs. George Swerd- 
loff and their daughters Susie 
and Stephanie have been in At- . 
lanta since July. 

Up, for transfer last spring, 
Maj. Swerdloff found that he 
had some choice about where 
he would be stationed. Conse- 
quently, he wrote letters to 
boards of education to find out 
what schooling would be ayail- 
able for 12-year-old Susie. 


HEADED SOUTH 

Upon hearing that Susie, a 
mongoloid child, could be en- 
rolled in the special class at 
Clark Howell School, the Swerd- 
loffs headed south from Boston. ° 


While Susie, a dark-haired; 
energetic child, sat attentively 
watching a children’s show on 
the TV, Maj. Swerdloff talked 
about his older daughter’s pres- 
ent and future. 

‘Susie is a well adjusted 
child,”’ he said. “It used to be 
that mongoloid children were 
put into categories. People 
w6uld say ‘this child is re- 
tarded’ and nothing would be 
done. 

‘Today we realize that these 
children have abilities, that 
with proper schooling and train- 
ing they can be brought to the 
utmost limit of their capaci- 
ties. In the past, such children 
were closeted. Today, they're 
not, and we as parents feel no 
stigma attached to them.’’ 


These children, he added, 
must be accepted at their men- 
tal level, not their chronological 
level. 


SENSE OF IMPORTANCE 

The school in Atlanta, like 
that Susie formerly attended in 
Waltham, Mass., gives the child 
a sense of importance, Maj. 
Swerdloff explained. 

“It gives her a little purpose 
to life, and that’s very encour- 
aging to us as parents,” 

Six-year-old Stephanie, blonde, 
bright-eyed and precocious, has 
been a great help to Susie, 
Mrs. Swerdloff remarked. 
“She's very understanding, and 
she’s very good about explain- 
ing to the neighborhood chil- 
dren that Susie is a special 
child.”’
